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An, account has just been published * giving details of the 
export trade of the United Kingdom for the years 1939, 1940 
and 1941; this completes the war-time series, of which the 
first half (relating to the years 1938, 1942 and 1943) was pub- 
lished last month. Two previous articles in the Board of Trade 
Journal, on 21st and 28th October, drew attention to the salient 
points in the earlier publication, and to the trade factors operative 
in the period. 

It may be recollected that one reason for dividing the series 
in this way was the inclusion in the figures for 1939, 1940 and 
1941 of munitions exported by Government Departments to 
other countries, including the Dominions, and their exclusion 
after that date. The 1939-1941 series is thus affected by con- 
siderable movements of aircraft, military vehicles, and arms, 
ammunition and military and naval stores, and particularly by 
the shipments to Russia in the second half of 1941. Shipments 
for the use of our own Forces abroad are excluded in all years. 

The general course of export trade in these years is given below, 
with volume index numbers which show the different rates at 
which the decline was felt in the three main classes.

The apparent steady decline in the value of exports in these 
years covers some violent fluctuations in the values of the 
monthly shipments, as is indicated by the following figures 
giving, in million £, the highest and lowest monthly figures in 
each year. :

In 1939 the low figures were due to the temporary dislocation 
caused by the outbreak of war and persisted for only two months. 
The export drive, started in February 1940 with a view to 
increasing our supplies of foreign exchange, was beginning to 
have a considerable effect in April and May, when values were 
nearly one-quarter larger than in the corresponding period of 
1939. The cumulative effect of the enemy occupation of Europe 
and the strain on port facilities resulting from enemy action 
is indicated by the low figures for the last quarter of 1940. 
The introduction of Lend-Lease reduced the neéd for foreign 
exchange in 1941 and shortages of raw materials and man- 
power began to be reflected in the export figures. Exports of 
munitions to Russia in the second half of the year, however, 
caused a rise in the monthly totals.

Food, Drink and Tobacco 

The decline in volume of Class I exports (which in value were 
74 per cent. of the total in both 1938 and 1941) was slightly less 
in each year than that in total exports. This was due to the 
larger quantities of whisky exported, particularly in 1940 when 
it made a particularly valuable contribution to our dollar 
earnings. The United States is the chief market and took 
more than half the total in 1940 and 1941. By value exports 
to the United States were, in million £, 5-6, 7-1, 10-6 and 
8-3, respectively, in the four years. Tobacco exports showed 
only a comparatively small reduction (14 per cent. by 1941), 
partly owing to shipments by N.A.A.F-.I. for the use of our troops 
abroad. Exports of most descriptions of food became negligible, 
spirits and tobacco accounting for about three-quarters of the 
total exports of food, drink and tobacco in 1941 as against little 
more than two-fifths in 1938. 


Raw Materials 

By 1941 the volume of exports in this class had shrunk to 
18 per cent. of the 1938 total ; their value was only 4 per cent. 
of the total exports in 1941, instead of 12 per cent. as in 1938. 
Coal, the main item, represented two-thirds of the value of all 
exports in this class in 1938 and slightly more in 1939 when an 
additional million tons were exported. Exports in the years 
1938 to 1941 amounted to 35-9, 36-9, 19-6 and 5-1 million tons 
respectively. Markets closed to us in 1941 (including Sweden) 
took 24:3 million tons in 1938, so that the effective pre-war 
figure for comparison with the 5:1 million tons in 1941 is 11-6 
million tons, showing a reduction of 56 per cent. 


Textiles 

Textile exports as a whole, including apparel, made up a total 
of £101 million in 1938 out of £365 million for all manufactured 
articles. The total value of these textile exports did not change 
much in the three subsequent years, and in fact rose slightly. 
This was mainly due to the rise in average values balancing the 
reduction in volume, which amounted overall to 31 per cent. 
There were, however, considerable changes in make-up, as is 
shown by the following table and particularly by the last column.

In 1940 textiles were generally free of control. It will be 
recalled that in 1941 a beginning was made with concentration 
of the cotton industry with a view to freeing labour for munitions, 
and that the home market clothes rationing scheme started in 
June. Exports of cotton piece-goods were therefore brought 
under export control in May and the available supply for export 
had to be shared out among, and directed to, the markets where 
they were most needed. Similar considerations affected wool 
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piece-goods a little later and they were brought under export 
licensing control in November, although an Open General Licence 
permitted exports to certain markets to continue at a relatively 
high rate for a further short period. Licences were not generally 
required for the export of linen or rayon piece-goods during the 
period under review. -

The above table shows that 1 while exports of cotton yarns were 
reduced in 1941, cotton piece-goods fell by only two-fifths and 
there was no substantial change in exports of cotton thread. 
The divergegce between the falls for yarns and piece-goods was 
mainly due to the relatively greater importance of the European 
markets in the former case. Of the reduction of 603 million 
square yards for cotton piece-goods between 1938 and 1941, 239 
million was due to smaller supplies to India. The maintenance 
of cotton thread exports has been due to the essential nature of 
the product and to our being the world’s principal source of 
supply. 

Wool tops fell less than yarns, owing to increased supplies of 
the former to Canada. The relatively small reduction in exports 
of woollen and worsted tissues is explained above. The 1941 
figures include an abnormal shipment of about 3 million square 
yards of overcoat cloth to Russia, and exports to Can: uda and 
the United States were at a high level. 

The upward trend of artificial silk exports was not affeeted 
by the outbreak of war, and the volume of piece-goods and yarn 
sold, mainly to British countries, increased up to the peak year, 
1942. In 1941 the yardage of piece-goods exported was nearly 
50 per cent. above the 1938 figure. The export drive in 1940 
led to an increase on the pre-war rate of expansion, and this 
was assisted later by artificial silk piece-goods being used to 
supplement the reduced supplies of cotton goods. Shortage of 
cotton has caused a switch over from mixed to pure artificial 
silk goods. 

Exports of linen piece-goods partly recovered in 1939 from the 
depression caused in 1938 by the small demand from the United 
States, the main market. Subsequently exports decreased 
owing to the inaccessibility of normal sources of supply of flax, 
but were maintained at as high a level as possible, especially in 
1940, by prohibiting supplies to the home market and reserving 
the considerable stocks for export. 

In the apparel group the stringency which began to be felt in 
this country in 1941 had its. effect subsequently on the export 
figures. Up to then the total value of the exports had been 
substantially maintained, though there was a reduction of 
one-third in the volume. From the start of clothes rationing 
exports of made-up garments and hosiery were made mainly 
to meet the essential needs of the Empire. 
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Metals 

The decline in exports between 1938 and 1941 was due in 
large measure to the marked fall in exports of iron and steel and 
machinery, which together represented in 1938 21 per cout. 
of the value of all exports. By 1941 the combined value of these 
groups had fallen to half the 1938 figure, the volume by even 
more.

Exports of electrical machinery were maintained much better 
than those of other descriptions, and the contrast hetween the 
reduction for the lighter metal goods, which require relatively 
little raw material, and that for other metal manufactures, is 
even more marked.

A large propoftion of certain goods exported comprise special 
war-time shipments. These include aircraft and parts, and 
arms, ammunition and military and naval stores. We always 
had considerable exports of these goods, which include, of course, 
civil as well as military aircraft and parts, and mining explosives, 
sporting guns, etc., under the arms, ammunition, etc., heading. 
The figures for these are given below, together with those for 
new ships and boats and the balance of the group relating to 
vehicles.

The marked rise in the war-like items will be noted, par- 
ticularly in 1941 when shipments to Russia commenced. As 
might be expected, exports of new ships and boats fell right away. 
The greater part of the reduction for other vehicles was in 
respect of motor vehicles and parts (except tyres and tubes), 
which fell from £16°3 million in 1938 to £4-1 million in 1941, 
notwithstanding some exports of military vehicles in the later 
year.

Carpets 5 


Shortage of materials, labour and factory space continues to 
prevent any substantial resumption of carpet manufacture. 
But, as a first step, arrangements have now been made for the 
production of a small quantity of carpets within a limited range. 
To these carpets the manufacturers will be required, under their 
production licences, to attach a label with,the words “ Price 
Control Group ” and a code number. - 

The code numbers refer to the maximum retail prices which 
are fixed for the time being by the Carpets (Maximum Prices) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1242, price ld.) made by the 
Board of Trade after consultation with the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee. These prices are exclusive of purchase tax 
and of retailers’ delivery charges; they are also exclusive of 


retailers’ charges for making and laying where this is the subject 
of a separate contract with the customer. 

Retailers are required to display a notice setting out the 
maximum prices of any of these carpets which they offer for 
sale. 

The Board of Trade have also made the Floor Coverings 
(Control of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 3) Order, 1944 (S. R. & 
O. 1944 No. 1140, price 1d.) which makes consequential amend- 
ments to the Floor Coverings (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
(No. 2) Order, 1944 (see Board of Trade Journal, 29th January 
1944, page 36). The No. 3 Order prohibits traders from remov- 
ing, obscuring or defacing the labels referred to above. (It 
also allows any trader to make up carpets or mats from carpets 
or matting not manufactured by him.) 
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25th November 1944 


The two new Orders come into force on Monday, 27th Novem- 
ber 1944. 


Apparel ‘and Cloth: Household 
Textiles and Bedding 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the General Apparel and 
Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges), (No. 3) Order, 1944 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1283, price 1d.) and the General Household 
Textiles and Bedding (Maximum Prices and Charges) «No. 2) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1284, price 1d.) coming into 
operation on Ist December 1944 and amending the General 
Apparel and Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 4th March 1944, page 77) and the 
General Household Textiles and Bedding (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 1st August 
1942, page 356), respectively, so as to permit hemmers whose 
premises are situated in Northern Ireland to increase their 
charges. Hitherto these charges have been limited to the 
charges made in June 1942, but there have been material increases 
in hemming costs since that date. As a temporary measure, 
therefore, the present Orders fix the maximum charges at 75 per 
cent. above the charges made in August 1939. The Orders also 
permit manufacturers, to whom increased charges are made as 
the result of these amendments, to pass on the net amount of the 
increase to their customers. 

So that reference need be made to the principal Order and 
one amending Order only in each case, the previous amending 
Orders have been revoked and their provisions are repeated in 
the present Orders. 


A.R.P. Mattresses and Pillows 


The relaxation of Fire Guard regulations has diminished the 
demand for bedding specially made for A.R.P. use. Retailers 
who have stocks of Grade A.R.P. bedding and who surrendered 
declarations to their suppliers that they would not sell such 
bedding except against orders approved by the Regional Com- 
missioner may now, so far as the Board of Trade are concerned, 
supply such stocks freely. Should, however, any restriction 
about the disposal of the goods have been made a term of the 
contract of sale to the retailer, the consent of the seller would 
also be required. 


Mattresses and Quilts 


Removal of Quota Restriction. The quota restriction on the 
supply of mattresses, quilts and other household stuffed goods, 
will not be continued after 30th November 1944, since supplies 
are now sufficiently regulated by the allocations of utility 
tickings and utility quilt fabrics. Accordingly the Register of 
Manufacturers and Wholesalers of Bedding will lapse, and small 
manufacturers who are at present unregistered will no longer 
be required to restrict supplies of their own manufacture to £100 
a month. 

Control of Manufacture and Supply. The removal of the 
quota restriction does not affect the other provisions of the 
Bedding (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 4) Directions, 1943 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 29th May 1943, page 201), and 
(No. 6) Directions, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 27th 
November 1943, page 441), which therefore remains in full force. 
These provisions prohibit (with certain specified exceptions) the 
manufacture and supply of any goods of this class (Class J of the 
Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
30th May 1942, page 271), except utility mattresses, bolsters, 
pillows and quilts, or sleeping bags. 


Wooden-Soled Footwear 


With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal 
18th November 1944, page 420, the third paragraph should read 
as under and not as therein stated :— 

(b) Other wooden-soled footwear (including non-industrial 
clogs) in adults’ sizes—from 5 or 4 to 2 ¢oupons per pair—in 
children’s and infants’ sizes—from 3 or 2 to I coupon per pair. 


Hiring Out Furniture 


The Central Price Regulation Committee wishes to inform 
traders that the closing date for receiving notices regarding the 
hiring out of furniture has been extended by the Board of Trade 
to 30th November 1944. 

Under Article 16 of the General Furniture (Control) Order, 
1944 (see Board of Trade Journal, 29th July 1944, page 273), 
traders are prohibited from hiring out furniture unless certain 
conditions are fulfilled. One of these conditions is that the 
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trader sends a notice, in duplicate, to the Secretary of the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, 41 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1, 
stating that during the six months immediately preceding the 
date of the Order (i.e. 14th January—l4th July 1944) he was 
hiring out furniture in the Ordinary course of his business, such 
furniture being owned by the business. 

Traders who desire to continue to hire out furniture and are 
in a position to comply with Article 16 of the Order should, 
therefore, note that they must send these notices to the Central 
Committee to reach them by 30th November 1944 at latest. 


Cricket Equipment 


Cricket clubs which do not belong to any recognised League 
or Association and are not “‘ sponsored ”’ by any Government 
Department, have up to now been outside the Priority Buying 
Certificate Scheme for the distribution of sports gear. The 
Board of Trade, in consultation with the M.C.C., have now 
arranged for such clubs to participate in this scheme, and for 
priority certificates for cricket equipment (excluding clothing 
and footwear) to be distributed to them in readiness for next 
season. In view of the continued scarcity of sports gear, the 
amount of gear available for private clubs will be limited, and the 
following method will be adopted to-ensure a fair distribution : 
—In each county there will be a ‘“ parent club” (usually the 
County Cricket Club) which will receive applications from the 
private clubs in that county, consider whether the amount of 
equipment applied for is reasonable, and consolidate the demands 
for the whole county. The “ parent club ”’ will forward the con- 
solidated application to the Board of Trade as early as possible 
and not later than 31st January 1945, and in due course will 
receive from the Board an appropriate allocation of cricket gear. 
The “ parent club” will then issue buying certificates to the 
private clubs in proportion to their approved applications. 
These clubs will then be able to obtain cricket equipment, to the 
amount stated on their certificates, from their usual suppliers. 


Lactic Casein 


The Ministry of Supply have decided that the selling prices 
of lactic casein for quantities of one bag or more will be reduced 
by £25 per ton as from Ist December 1944.

The Board of Trade announce that all policies for fixed sums 
under the Commodity Insurance Scheme, which are in force on 
2nd December 1944, will be extended until 2nd March 1945 
without further payment of premium or the necessity for further 
action. Holders of adjustable policies will be required to con- 
tinue weekly declarations and to pay premium on any excess of 
the average cover during the three months of extension over the 
average cover in the three months ended 2nd December. 

For new or additional insurance under the Commodity Insur- 
ance Scheme, the rate of premium has been reduced to 2s. 6d. 
per cent. for the three months, 3rd December 1944 to 2nd 
March 1945, with a minimum premium of 5s. 

All policies under the Business Scheme which are in force on 
3lst December 1944 will be extended for a further period of 
three months, until 3lst March 1945, without further payment 
of premium or the necessity for further action. For new or 
additional insurance under that Scheme the rate of premium for 
the three months, Ist January to 3lst March 1945, will be 1s. 8d. 
per cent. with a minimum premium of 5s, 

Insurance under the Commodity Insurance and Business 
Schemes will not be given in the absence of a policy. 

All policies under the Private Chattels Scheme which are due 
to expire on or after 23rd November 1944 and prior to 30th 
April 1945 will be extended to 30th April 1945 without further 
payment of premium or further action by policyholders. 

For new or additional insurance under the Private Chattels 
Scheme (i.e. insurance over and above the free cover or any 
cover given by another policy in force under the Scheme), 
premium will be payable at the reduced rates given below, and 
policies issued at these rates on or after 23rd November 1944 
will be valid until 30th April 1945 and no longer :— 

2s. 6d. per cent. up to £2,000 

3s. 9d. per cent. for the next £1,000 
and 

5s. Od. per cent. for the next £7,000 
with a minimum premium of 5s.

TRAMWAY RAILS AND FISHPLATES 

A revised edition of B.S. No. 2 has just been issued. The 
main purpose of the revision was to provide for a rail suitable 
for use in docks. 

The use of horse traffic in many of these areas makes it neces- 
sary to have a specially designed rail with a groove somewhat 
larger than usually adopted. By this means the possibility of 
the nibs in the shoes of the horses being caught resulting in 
injury to the legs of the horses is avoided. 

The specification accordingly gives the details of a form of 
rail section which it is recommended should be adopted for 
docks. 

The type of steel used for this rail is similar to that adopted 
for tramway rails generally, the tests also being the same. The 
opportunity has, therefore, been taken to review the require- 
ments for tramway rails and bring them up to date.

Notice No. 449, issued by the Eire Revenue Commissioners, 
states that provision has been made by the Government of Eire 
for the continuation until 30th April 1945 of :— 

(1) The reduced rates of duties on articles of personal clothing 
and wearing apparel (including pocket handkerchiefs and um- 
brellas) (Tariff Ref. No. 57/9) (see notice in Board of Trade 
Journal of 18th April 1942 and subsequent notices). 

(2) The reduced preferential rate of duty on certain textile 
floor coverings (Tariff Ref. No. 90/1) (see notice in Board of Trade 
Journal of 28th September 1942 and subsequent notices). 

It is to be noted that the special minimum rates of duty 
applicable to personal clothing and wearing apparel remain 
suspended. 


St. Lucia 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS

CROP: CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India, for the weeks 
ended on the dates given : 

The sowing of rabi 
and the harvesting of early paddy is going on. 

Orissa, 6th November. Autumn paddy is being threshed and 
standing crops are thriving. 

Punjab, 6th November. Crops are average to good except in 
the Multan and Dera Ghazi Khan districts, where they are under 
average. Cotton has been affected by tela in the Lyallpur 
region. 

Bengal, Ist November. Standing crop prospects are fair and 
the sowing of rabi is being continued. 

Assam, 10th November. Crop prospects are fair to good. 


Canada 


TRADE WITH INDIA 

Despite the fact that both India and Canada rank among the 
leading trading nations of the world, the value of trade between 
them has never been large, states the Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner at Bombay. For several years prior to the outbreak 
of war the value of India’s exports to Canada averaged about 
%s.18 million per annum as against an import value for Canadian 
goods of approximately Rs.8 million. In individual years the 
ratio in India’s favour has been over three to one, while, in 
general, exports to the Canadian market have been approxi- 
mately two and a half times the value of imports. 

The comparatively small value of Canadian-Indian trade may 
be ascribed to the following principal factors: (1) restricted 
demand in India, itself an agricultural country, for several of 
Canadian -principal exports, such as wheat and other farm 
products ; (2) inability of Canadian industry to supply such staple 
Indian requirements as textile manufacturing machinery, dyes, 
and a number of other industrial materials; -(3) inability of 
Canadian firms to compete in price with European suppliers in a 
wide range of manufactured goods; (4) absence of preferential 
tariff treatment for Canadian goods imported into India ; 
(5) weak Canadian demand for India’s principal exports with 
the exception of tea and jute products. 

There have been other contributory factors, such as the small 
Kuropean population in India and the resulting small demand 
for such articles as wearing apparel and household goods in the 
Western style, the inadequate facilities available fur the regular 
and direct shipment of Canadian goods to locai ports, the general 
lack of knowledge on the part of Canada’s commercial com- 
munity regarding local conditions and the natural tendency on 
the part of exporters to pay prior attention to more familiar, 
accessible and productive markets. 


MAIN TRADE ITEMS 

Canadian trade to the Indian market has for many years 
past been based on local demand for motor cars, commercial 
vehicles and parts. In 1937-38, for example, the business in 
these goods made up some 65 per cent. of the total value of 
import Next in importance, with 
variations in value from year to year, are such items as aluminium, 
newsprint paper, rolled oats, calcium carbide, lumber and canned 
fish. There has at the same time been a regular trade in evapo- 
rated milk, pickles and sauces, ferro alloys, tyres and tubes, 
belting, zinc and asbestos fibre. 

India’s exports to Canada have comprised to a large extent 
tea and jute cloth. These two items have customarily accounted 
for over 70 per cent. of the value of all shipments of local produce 
to the Canadian markets. Other commodities include ground 
nuts, carpets and rugs, gunny bags, raw jute, cashew nuts, 
castor oil, rice, coir products, raw cotton and shellac.

TIMBER PRODUCTION 


The total output of rough sawn timber from the 328 mills 
engaged during 1942-43 was 331,478,346 board feet, an increase 
of 2 per cent. over the figure for the previous year, 334,473,000 
board feet, states “‘ Commercial Intelligence Journal,” issued by 
the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. Of the 
various specie of timber milled, rinia accounted for the largest 
production, totalling in 1942-43, 197,165,000 board feet, or 
59-5 per cent. of the total cut. Pinus insignis was next with 
59,371,000 board feet (17-9 per cent.) following by Kahikatea 
with 24,334,210 board feet (7-3 per cent.). With the exception 
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of Kahikatea, which decreased by 5,400,000 board feet, increases 
over the 1941-42 figures were recorded for all the main species 
of timber produced. 

As a basis for comparison the following table gives the value 
of timber produced during each of the five years 1938-39 to 
1942-43, together with the average value per 100 board feet :—

Southern Rhodesia 
DAIRY OUTPUT IN 1943 


There was a considerable increase in the quantity of fresh 
milk sold in Southern Rhodesia in 1943, the total being 3,639,064 
gallons as compared with 3,146,797 gals. in 1942, states the 
Canadian Trade Commissioner in Johannesburg. 

Butterfat sold by farmers also rose 157,652 lbs. over the 
figure of 851,952 Ibs. (the equivalent of 212,988 gals. of cream) 
to 1,009,604 Ibs. (252,401 gals. of cream). 

The production of butter by creameries and on farms rose 
from 1,335,602 lbs. in 1942 to 1,439,361 lbs., creamery butter 
rising from 1,149,271 to 1,315,407 lbs. and farm butter declining 
from 186,331 to 123,954 Ibs. 

The amount of cheese produced by factories and farm dairies 
showed an increase of 46,796 Ibs., from 496,252 Ibs. in 1942 to 
542,948 lbs. Of this total 420,092 lbs. were made by cheese 
factories and 122,856 lbs. by farm dairies. 

The prospects for dairying in Southern Rhodesia will depend 
very largely on post-war developments. Despite considerable 
expansion during the past few years, the Colony is not producing 
sufficient dairy products for its own requirements. This applies 
particularly to butter and, to a lesser extent, cheese. Dried milk 
and condensed milk are not manufactured. 

Southern Rhodesia is essentially a pastoral country and the 
development of dairying is therefore quite natural, but certain 
areas are more suitable for this type of farming than others. 
In general, dairying is carried on where rainfall is not less than 
25 incheS per annum and, although there are exceptions, this 
usually means at an altitude of 3,500 feet or more. 

The Colony does not possess the feed advantages that are 
found in some parts of South Africa and Kenya. The natural 
pasturage is inferior and, with a few exceptions, inadequate for 
the maintenance of milk production for more than a few months 
of the year ; supplementary feeding is therefore usually necessary 
for seven or eight months of the dairying season. The feeds 
most commonly grown are hay, leguminous and other types, 
silage products such as corn and sunflowers, and concentrates 
such as corn, beans, peanuts, etc.
